Yet another season beginning 


With 400 kids, Youth Football program thriving 


‘Youth Football season is back 
for another fun and success- 
ful season for all the players, 
coaches, and parents. 

This year there are 251 play- 
ers and 149 cheerleaders for a 
total participation level of 400 
children who have registered 
and the entire organization is 
thrilled with so many young 
boys and girls coming out 
every night to strap on the 
helmets, or wave their pom- 
poms as part of this long last- 
ing town tradition. 

Ferrelli has been a part of 
TYF for the last 27 years as 
he started as the purchasing 
director of the league before 
assuming responsibilities as 
president. He said the goal of 
the league is to have every 
coach and volunteer teach 
and demonstrate team and 
individual responsibility as 
well as team play. 

“The goal of Tewksbury 
Youth Football, Inc. is to pro- 
vide a supervised program to 
teach the game of football 
and cheerleading under the 
rules and regulations of the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, the National 
Federation of State High 
School Associations and the 
current league affiliation to 
the youth of our community,” 
said Ferrelli, “We want each 
child to learn the sport, 
sportsmanship, honesty, loy- 
alty, courage and respect for 
authority and fellow partici- 
pants and to have fun partici- 
pating.” 

Each in-town team prac- 
tices three days a week, 
Tuesday through Thursday 
from 6 to 8pm and once 
school starts they move prac- 
tice to 5:30 to 7:30pm. The 
varsity and junior varsity 
travel teams practice four 
days a week, Monday through 
Thursday at the same time 
frame as the other divisions 
in the program. Each in-town 
division plays six regular sea- 
son games and two playoff 
games. The travel teams will 
play regular season games. 

Consistency of enforcement 
of rules of the organization is 
one of the most critical and 
troubling issues for the TYF. 
For example, they had a lot of 
feedback over the years 
regarding the supplemental 
draft where they had accept- 
ed players in August and then 
had a second or third draft. 

Ferrelli said this resulted in 
@ very negative feedback 
ftom parents and forced the 
Tague to establish a final 
registration date, but the 
Opposite is happening today.

Also, family 
costs are established with the 
oldest participant in the fam- 
ily and stepping down as the 
number of participants in the 
family increases. 

Registration fees range 
from $195 for the oldest child 
on the travel football team to 
$50 for the third child on the 
in-town cheerleader squad. 

Ferrelli said the league 
would not be successful with- 
out all the dedicated yolun- 
teer coaches. 

“Volunteer cheerleader and 
football coaches are the cor- 
ner stone of our program,” 
said Ferrelli. “Each of them 
loves .the sport and each 
enjoys working with the chil- 
dren of the town. Aside from 
the huge amount of time that 
they give on the field, they all 
spend many hours off the 
field planning practices and 
games.” 

Ferrelli added that the flex- 
ibility of each coach to adapt 
to the children is critical at 
this early age. 

“One wrong statement can 
result in a very negative 
response,” said Ferrelli. 
“Both players and cheerlead- 
ers need to have fun, and this 
is a huge challenge in any 
team sport. Teaching indi- 
vidual and team performance 
on the field is a major accom- 
plishment in a team sport.” 

The Junior Football 
Division for ages 7 and 8 has 
55 football players and 37 
cheerleaders and play eight 
man football. 

The Intermediate Division 
has 71 football players and 42 
cheerleaders for age levels 9 
and 10. 

The Senior Division is made 
up of 11 and 12-year-old par- 
ticipants and has 87 football 
players and 39 cheerleaders. 

The travel team partici- 
pates in the Northeast Junior 
High Football League with 13 
and 14 year old participants 
and is broken down into two 
teams - junior varsity and 
varsity. There 37 football

The Junior Division 
uses only two referees as this 
is a learning division and the 
7 and &-year-olds are learning 
the game and the rules. 

The Intermediate Division 
uses three referees and the 
Senior Division and Travel 
League have four referees for 
each game. The in-town ref- 
erees work with TYF to 
enforce any unique rules that 
they have in place. 

Ferreilli said that he has 
many responsibilities as pres- 
ident of the league. 

“As president, you always 
want to make sure that you 
plan the budget, review the 
rules, have the equipment

organization,” said Ferrelli. 
While the position takes up 
lots of his time, Ferrelli said 
it is also very rewarding. 
“Seeing happy children par- 
ticipating, learning and hav- 
ing fun is great,” said 
Ferrelli. “Seeing people work 
together for a common cause, 
children, is fantastic. To 
think that a group of volun- 
teers on the Board of 
Directors, adult and high 
school volunteers step up 
each year to give their time 
to coach the children is excit-

- Donna Cargill 
takes over as 
principal; two new 
assistants hired

STONEHAM - After three years as principal of Stoneham 
High School, Ed Russo retired this past June. After three years 
as one of the assistant principals of Stoneham High School, 
John Strangi also retired. 

Thanks to those two departures, changes had to be made. 
First, interviews were held with prospective candidates to fill 
the position of principal. According to Superintendent Les 
Olson, six or seven people were interviewed. He, along with the 
School Committee, chose to hire Donna Cargill, who, at the 
time, was serving as one of the school’s assistant principles. 

Cargill said she was excited about taking on the responsibil- 
ities of being principal. She started out as a math teacher at 
Stoneham High in 1987. In 2002, she “graduated” from teacher 
to assistant principal where she stayed until being hired as prin- 
cipal in January of this year.

Her goal, she said, was to maintain continuity. She also 
mentioned starting an advisor program whereby students 
would meet with staff in a group setting. She hoped all staff 
members would participate, but cautioned the program would- 
n't get off the ground this year. 

Cargill talked about meeting the recommendations set forth 
by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges 
(NEASC). Though she wouldn’t go into much detail, 
Superintendent Olson did “say they have been dealing with 
accreditation issues since 2007, He mentioned two areas need- 
ing improvement: 

1) Curriculum: According to the superintendent, the school 
has to show a strengthened curriculum, something he felt the 
school did since the last time NEASC visited back in 2007. He 
said, “We just have to sustain and improve the work that has 
been done.” Cargill mentioned a new curriculum that they 
established last spring. 

2) Financial support: Last year the school replaced the roof 
and also converted the boiler from oil to natural gas. 
Unfortunately, financial support gets difficult if, at the Special 
Town Meeting on August 26, the town votes to cut the school’s 
budget by $407k. Superintendent Olson said he’s “ready to move 
forward” either way. 

All in all, he hoped they would meet NEASC’s recommenda- 
tions, which, he explained, are general in nature, though 
designed specifically for each school. The school will submit a 
report later this month to NEASC. “I think we're there,” the

superintendent noted. 

Cargill said she worked closely with Russo while she was an 
assistant principal. “We had good communication,” she said, 
“which should make for a smooth transition.” 

Cargill didn’t foresee any problems with the switch, as she 
noted that she has a good relationship with the superintendent 
and, thanks to working lunch duty as assistant principal, has a 
strong relationship with the students, as well 

The new principal grew up in Stoneham, though did not 
graduate from Stoneham High School. However, she did return 
to teach math, saying she enjoyed working with the students to 
help them grasp concepts. She even felt that students were 
more into math now than when she taught in the late 80s 
through the 90s. 

The school did lose some “outstanding” teachers to retire- 
ment; though less than over the past few years, the superintend- 
ent said. Those openings were filled. Three staff positions, 
however, remain unfilled: one in math, English and SPED. 

Fortunately, Cargill said the school, which houses 740 stu 
dents, has no enrollment problems and everything looks consis- 
tent going forward. 

The new administration was hired back in the spring, giving 
them plenty of time to get acclimated with one another. Cargill 
said things were going smoothly so far and didn't anticipate 
any problems. She did offer up no comment when asked if she 
had any worries about the upcoming school year (of course, 
with the budget still somewhat up in the air, anyone in the 
Stoneham school system might feel that way) 

Cargill reiterated her main focus concerned continuity, 
maintaining the status quo. Her immediate plans involve final- 
izing the schedule and planning projects for the school year. 

She noted her role as principal wouldn't be much different 
than her role as assistant was, other than working more close- 
ly with the superintendent and parents. “Some tasks will be 
new to me . . . and some broader,” Cargil] admitted, “but I don’t 
think it'll be difficult.” 

Superintendent Olson, when asked what qualities Cargill

Proper Hand-Washing 
‘Techniques 


There is a right way to 
wash hands. Follow this proce- 
dure, courtesy of The Mayo 
Clinic. 


1. Turn on the water to 
desired temperature (cold or 
hot water is equally effective). 


2. Wet hands under running 
water, 


3. Apply soap and lather 
for 20 seconds or more, paying 
careful attention to all areas 
of the hands, including the 
backs of the hands. 


4. Rinse well 


5. Dry hands on a towel or 
with an air dryer. Use a towel 
to close the faucet. Many 
germs live on wet faucet han- 
dies, and a person can con- 
taminate him or herself again. 


Keep in mind that antibac- 
terial soap is no more effec- 
tive at killing germs than reg- 
ular soap. In fact, antibacteri- 
al products — when overused -

Learn to write the perfect letter again 


Handwriting experts have 
noticed a decline in penman- 
*ship, and the handwritten 
word for that matter. Many 
attribute this decline to the 
increased use of digital 
devices, such as mobile 
phones, computers and 
PDAs. A society that is short 
on time simply can't set 
aside moments to write let- 
ters or cards, right? 


In the past, penmanship 
was the mark of intelligence 
and indicative of social class.

* You don't write letters 
everyday, so think of it as an 
event rather than a chore. 
This way you'll enjoy the 

process that much 
more. 


* Practice your pen- 
manship _ beforehand. 


Chances are reliance on a 
computer or other electronics 
has resulted in penmanship 
skills faltering. After all, 
aside from signing checks or 
digital signature readers at 
retail stores, when do you 
actually have to put pen to 
paper anymore these days?

Choosing a caretaker for your kids 


Parents make many 
important decisions with 
regards to their children. 
Though parents would proba- 
bly argue all such decisions 
are important, it's clear 
some bear more significance 
than others. 


One of those decisions 
that ranks among the most 
important is choosing a care- 
taker or babysitter for your 
children. Today's families 
are typically two-income 
families, in which both par- 
ents work full-time jobs. As a 
result, children are often left 
in the care of others, and just 
who parents choose to be 
those other people can be 


as they likely have a similar 
work schedule as you and 
therefore might be able to 
recommend someone who's 
familiar with your schedule 
and make the transition as 
smooth as possible. 


* Drop in unannounced. 
Regardless of how comfort- 
able you are with your deci- 
sion once you've made it, you 
are still going to have some 
concern in the back of your 
mind as to what's going on 
with your child at any given 
moment. Drop in unan- 
nounced to see just how 
things are going with the 
caretaker and your child 
when the caretaker isn't 


used, and should not have a 
problem asnwering your ques- 
tions. After all, they are par- 
ents, too. 


* Ask applicants about 
their own families. Many 
babysitter applicants will like- 
ly be on the younger side, 
either in high school or in col- 
lege. Ask any such applicants 
about their own families, 
specifically whether or not 
they have any younger sib- 
lings whom they were trusted 
to care for. 


As for older applicants, ask 


them if they have any chif 
dren of their own, and 
whether or not their children 
are grown up. Many parents 
want their children to be the 
sole focus of the caretaker's 
attention, so be sure to ask if 
that attention is to be shared 
with the caretaker's own chil- 
dren. 


While making a decision 
with regard to your child's 
caretaker can be tough, steps 
can be taken to make the 
process less stressful and one 
you are more comfortable 
with. 


School can prove a 
pain in the back 


As millions of children head off to school this year, there is 
something most of them will be toting along: a backpack. While 
the empty backpacks that accompany students back to class 
may not be much of an inconvenience, once they are filled with 
textbooks and the other trappings of school, they can become a 


burden and a health hazard. 


When worn properly backpacks can be an important school 
tool. However, too often children do not wear a backpack in the 
appropriate manner and open themselves up to a number of 


injuries. 


Backpacks are designed to be worn — as the name implies - 
- on the back. That means both shoulder straps should fit com- 
fortably and the bulk of the bag lie evenly across the back. The

* Many students do not realize the added girth backpacks 
contribute. It's easy for others to get knocked over or bumped 
by a backpack when the wearer doesn't realize how much space 
he or she is taking up. 


* Backpacks strewn about on the floor can prove a tripping 
hazard. 


Choosing an Appropriate Backpack 


There are numerous styles of backpacks available today, 
which makes it possible for all students to find one that will be 
comfortable and safe. The American Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends these guidelines when backpack shopping. 


* Select a lightweight pack that doesn't add a lot of weight 
to your child's load. Some materials are heavier than others. 


* Look for two wide, padded shoulder straps — straps that 
are too narrow can dig into shoulders. 


* Choose a backpack with a padded back, which not only 
provides increased comfort, but also protects your child from 
being poked by sharp edges on objects (pencils, rulers, note- 
books, etc.) inside the pack. 


* Many packs now come with a waist belt, which helps to 
distribute the weight more evenly across the body. 


* Multiple compartments can also help distribute weight 
more evenly, so these are good choices. 


* While rolling backpacks can take the weight off a child's 
back, they are often difficult to wheel and especially hard to lift 
up staircases, Plus, many schools find they are tripping haz- 
ards and do not want them in school. 


Other Tips to Improve Backpack Safety 


Choosing the right backpack is just part of the equation. 
There are other steps to take to improve health and safety.

* Encourage children to always use both shoulder straps. 
Slinging a backpack over one shoulder can strain muscles. 
Wearing a backpack on one shoulder may increase curvature of 
the spine. 


* Tighten the straps so that the pack is close to the child's 
body. The straps should hold the pack two inches above the 
waist.

* Ask around for a recom- 
mendation.

taker. Kids are often brutally 
honest, so you might get the 
most accurate depiction of 
their time with the caretaker 
directly from them. 


* Get references. Never 


hire a caretaker or babysitter + 


who does not come with refer- 
ences. And don't take the ref- 
erences on the applicant's 
word. Call each reference and 
ask any questions you might 
have, The references no doubt 
are aware thay are being
